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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 and 372. 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which 
are not so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 . 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1 .499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to 
elect a single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 
Group I, claim(s) 1-25 and 31 , drawn to a security feature. 
Group II, claim(s) 26-30, drawn to a method of manufacture. 
Group III, claim(s) 32-35, drawn to a method of verification. 

The inventions listed as Groups l-lll do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: Group I has the 
special technical feature of a forgery-proof security feature comprising at least one 
electromagnetic wave-reflecting layer, one polymeric spacer layer and one layer formed 
of metal clusters each, that wherein one or several of the layers, in addition to their 
function in the color shift effect setup, fulfill further security functions. Group II has the 
special technical feature of applying layers via an impression cylinder having an 
unmistakable fine structure and forming metal clusters by vacuum technology. Group III 
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has the special technical feature of verifying identification features such as DNA or 
isotopes with suitable evaluation devices 

This application contains claims directed to more than one species of the generic 
invention. These species are deemed to lack unity of invention because they are not so 
linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 . 

The species are as follows: 

Group I: Figures 1-4 

Group II: Figure 5 

Group III: Figure 6

special technical features for the following reasons: Groups l-lll have different disparate 
structures: Group I has the special technical feature of a metal-cluster security feature 
with a double cluster setup; Group II has the special technical feature of a metal-cluster 
security partial with a partial reflection layer; Group III has the special technical feature 
of a metal-cluster security feature having a structured spacer layer of different 
thicknesses.

Please note that an election of Group II or Group III will result in all claims being 
rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 and 35 U.S.C. 112 unless properly amended. 
35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 
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Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of 
matter, or any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the 
conditions and requirements of this title. 

Claims 26-30 and 32-35 are claiming both an apparatus and a process while 35 
U.S.C. 101 requires one of a process, machine, manufacture, or composition of matter. 
The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 26-30 and 32-35 are also indefinite because it is unclear whether an 
apparatus or process is being claimed.
